Carr said 

"Since the juvenile delinquency 
drive started in Philadelphia 
teen-age girls are frequenting 
places on the Main Line. 

"As no apparent action has 
been taken by either the Narberth 
police or the Lower Merion police, 
something must be done, and done 
quickly." 

Residents living on both sides 
of Montgomery Avenue, in the 
vicinity of the Pike Restaurant, 
have been disturbed more and 
more frequently during the past 
few months, he said. 

President of the Council, Roland 
Fleer, referred the matter to Rob- 
ert Hutchinson, chairman of the 
public safety committee, and Bur- 
gess Richard Miller. They will 
confer with Superintendent of 
Police Samuel Gerhart in Lower 
Merion in an effort to secure ac- 
tion by the police. 

It is understood that James C. 
Cavanaugh, Montgomery Ave., is 
preparing a petition that will be 
presented to the authorities in 
Narberth and Lower Merion. The 
petition asks that steps be taken 
at once to curb any form of juve- 
nile delinquency on the Main Line. 

Councilman Robert Cameron, in 
making his report of the woter. 
light and health committee, stated 
that there have been seven cases 
of rabies reported so far this year 
in Lower Merion Township. In 
order to stop the stray dogs from 
running loose in Narberth, a cir- 
cular will be distributed to the 
residents of Narberth. Necessary 
steps will be taken to enforce the 
rules it contains.

Nar- 
berth. was charged with over- 
charging five customers a total of 
96 cents on meats. 

He tried to conv'nee Judge 
Welsh that his overcharges were 
honest mistakes, but the jurist 
said he. believed Behrle was "try- 
ing to shield someone else." 

The five customers said they 
were charged from eight to 25 
cents per pound over OPA ceiling 
prices. 



Rabies Warning 

To the Dog Owners of Narberth: 

Seven cases of rabies have 
been reported in Lower Merion 
• Township from ' January 1 to 
June 15 of this year. While no 
rabies has been reported to date 
in Narberth, there have been 
fourteen dog bites cases in the 
Borough this year, seven of 
them occuring from April 1 to 
June 15. 

In order to protect your own 
neighbors' children, don't let 
your dog run at large. Your dog 
might be bitten and infected 
with rabies by a stray. Don't 
take a chance with rabies- and 
its deadly counterpart in hu- 
man beings — hydrophobia. 

Keep your dog on leash. The 
Law provides that dogs must be 
under control of their owners at 
all times and must be licensed. 
Arrangements can be made to 
obtain a license by contacting 
the Borough Office. 

Victory Gardeners and Home 
Owners likewise are entitled to 
consideration. Dogs running at 
large can cause considerable 
damage to gardens, shrubbery 
and lawns. Be a good neighbor 
— dogs and gardens don't mix. 

All dogs found running at 
large may be picked up and tak- 
en to the Lower Merion Town- 
ship Pound. Unlicensed dogs will 
be disposed of if unclaimed after 
two days. Owners of licensed 
dogs will be notified. In either 
case, owners reclaiming their 
dogs must pay certain charges.

No Rent Boost For 
Wynnewood Park 

OPA Refuses Appeal 
For $5 Increases in 
171 Apartments 



171 residents of the Wynnewood 
Park Apartments were saved a 
total of $10,260 on Wednesday, by 
a decision of the OPA Emergency 
Court of Appeals in Washington. 

The money was saved for the 
tennants when the Court handed 
down a decision, affirming the 
OPA District Offices' refusal to 
permit increases of $5 Per month 
on each of the 171 apartments. 

Here is the story: 

In February of 1941, the Wyn- 
newood Park Corporation, owners 
of the 227 unit apartment house, 
at Wynnewood and Yerkes Aves., 
Wynnewood. decided that they had 
under priced their rental. Immedi- 
ately they put into effect a plan 
whereby, as each apartment be- 
came vacant, the rent was inreas- 
ed $5 a month for the new ten- 
nant. Between then and March. 
1942, when rent control went into 
eect, 56 apartments became va- 
cant and were re-rented at a $5 
increase. However, the 171 other 
■apartmants,' still occupied by their 
original tennants, escaped the 
rent boost, and the corporation 
complained to the OPA. 

The Corporation asked permis- 
sion to increase the rental on all 
other apartments at once. 

At $5 a month apiece, this would 
have meant $855 a month, or a 
$10,260 a year increase. 

The OPA turned down the re- 
quest after numerous hearings, 
and the corporation appealed to 
the Emergency Court, highest au- 
thority in the country on price 
control questions.

Haverford College 
Gets Army Citation 

Certificate Acknowl- 
edges Training of 
Meteorology Students 



The counterpart of an Army- 
Navy "E" award has been received 
by Haverford College, it was an- 
nounced this week. 

The award, a certificate from 
Brigadier General S. W. Fitz- 
gerald. Commanding General of 
the Army Air Forces Eastern 
Technical Training Command, 
acknowledged the year of inten- 
sive training given by Haverford 
to a unit of 200 Air Forces pre- 
meteorolgy students. The year's 
work was completed last Febru- 
ary. 

The citation read 'in recogni- 
tion of the Meritorious Service 
rendered the AAFTTC during 
World War II." 

Three units of the Army Spe- 
cialized Training Program were 
withdrawn from Haverford when 
the Army curtailed much of this 
program about three months ago. 
At present, only a small unit of 
pre-medical and pre-dental stu- 
dents remains. 

However, a unit of 17-year-olds 
of the Army Specialized Training 
Reserve Program is expected to 
arrive this Summer. Meantime, 
civilian enrollment is about one 
third of its peacetime total. 



Louis de Louis, of 234 Woodbine 
Ave., Narberth. is deeply impress- 
ed with the treatment which out- 
country accords prisoners of war. 

de Louis recently visited a nep- 
hew who is an Italian prisoner of 
war at Camp Miles Standish. 
Mass. 

"The boys are treated just as 
well as our own." he reported in 
surprise. "They wear clothes simi- 
lar to those worn by our own 
soldiers and they are given three 
or four changes of clothing. At 
this camp, there are 75 or 80 
shower baths and twice as many 
'other toilet facilities." 

It's a good, healthy life thev 
live, as de Louis tells it. At 7 
A. M., they have a big breakfast 
of nam, bacon, eggs and coffee, 
then are taken out in trucks to 
do road work. At noon they come 
back to a hearty dinner. They re- 



turn to the job — then back to camp 
for supper at 6 P. M. 

And its not all work, either, re- 
ports de Louis. Large recreation 
rooms and movies are provided, 
and the men are allowed' a credit 
of $24 a month. Their cigarettes 
and the like are purchased in 
camp on the coupon system, but 
they are allowed $8 in cash for 
purchases from the outside. 

The courtesy of the officers in 
charge to people visiting the pris- 
oners also made a very favorable 
impression on the Narberth man. 
as did the fact that a bus was 
supplied to carry the visitors from 
the gate to the reception hall. 

The prisoners have church ser- 
vices every Sunday. 

"But their favorite pastime," 
says tie Louis, "is the study of the 
English language. Those boys sure 
realize how lucky they are to be 
prisoners of the United States."

The girls at Bryn Mawr College 
contributed to the Army's fight 
against epidemics when they got 
measles two months ago, it was 
reported last week by Dr. Joseph 
Stokes, Jr., physician-in-chief at 
Children's Hospital. He said an 
immunizing agent, the gamma 
globulin fraction of blood plasma, 
was successfully tested on the col- 
lege students. 

Dr. Stokes, who is director of 
i the Commission on Measles and 
Mumps. Army Board for the In- 
vestigation and Control of Influ- 
enza and Other Epidemic Dis- 
eases, said the blood plasma, 
product is the best material so 
far available for prevention or 
modification of an attack on 
measles. 

The occurrence of measles at 
Bryn Mawr provided a large adult 
group exposed to the disease, such 
as is rarely found outside an Army 
post. 

Of 107 students, 65 with no 
previous history of measles were 
given intramuscular injections of 
a small dose (5 cc.) of gamma 
globulin within six days of ex- 
posure. Forty-two other "sus- 
ceptibles" were not treated. 

Of the first group, only one girl 
developed a normal case of 
measles. Eight others had very 
mild attacks. 

Of the second group, 18 de- 
veloped normal or severe cases 
and four had mild cases. Three 
also had complications as com- 
pared to no complications in the 
injected group. 

The gamma globulin provides 
immunization only for two or 
three weeks. Measles is the first 
communicable disease on which 
the plsama product has been 
tried, but physicians hope it wlli 
prove of value against other dis- 
eases, particularly scarlet fever. 
The gamma Globulin is of little 
benefit after the appearance of 
measles rash.

■■• Receipts of the post office for 
1943 went above $40,000 which 
automatically gives it the higher 
classification. Last year Postmas- 
ter Joseph L. Kelley reported re- 
ceipts of $43,688. 

As a first class post office, Nar- 
berth will be eligible for greater 
accommodations as well as Hi- 
creased personnel would be given 
more consideration. 

Raising the classification' of 
Narberth's post office can be con- 
strued as a feather in the bor- 
ough's cap because the town is 
dependent on its residential sec- 
tion and business center for its 
postal income. Many towns mov- 
ing into the higher classification 
have been able to do so because 
they had manufacturing estab- 
lishment"; from which to draw re- 
ceipts. 

Originally a fourth class post 
office Narberth received its third 
class rating on October 1, 1903. In 
November of that year Eliza Ket- 
cham was appointed postmistress, 
a position she held until her 
death in 1905. 

The vacancy was filled in 1905 
by the appointment of Elizabeth 
H. Ketcham, who served for a year 
and a half. 

George W. McClauslin became 
the first man to serve as post- 
master. He was appointed in De- 
cember, 1906. McCauslin served 
for four years and was succeeded 
on June 14, 1910 by Joseph Mul- 
lineaux, Jr. 

Serving the longest term of any 

postmaster Edward S. Haws was 

appointed on October 30, 1913, and 

'[served until July 1, 1922, when he 

iwas succeeded by Frederick C. 

Patton. 

In July of 1926 J. Bertram Nes- 

per was named acting postmaster 

and on December 16 of the same 

jyear he received the regular ap- 

Ipointment. 

! The present postmaster was 
: named acting postmaster on Jan- 
uary 15. 1935. He was given the 
: status of regular postmaster on 
1 August 27. 1935. and reappointed 
|on April 17, 1940.

Navy Man Gets Leave to Marry; 
Meantime His Ship Sinks in Pacific 



Lt. Edward G. Campbell prob- 
ably owes his life to falling in 
love. 

Lt. Campbell, son of Mrs. Ed- 
ward H. Campbell, of 244 Gypsy 
La.. Wynnewood. was due to come 
home from the South Pacific last 
Fall. Instead he asked and re- 
ceived an extended leave to get 
married. i 

The U. S. S. Grayling, on which 
he was slated to travel home, was 
sunk somewhere in the Pacific, 
while Campbell was honeymoon- 
ing with his new bride, the former 
Margery Jean Rail, of Australia. 

Lt. Campbell was recently 
awarded a decoration by the 'Navy 
for, conspicuous gallantry as mem- 
ber of a torpedo control partv of 
the Grayling. His citation reads 
for "splendid initiative and vali- 
ant devotion to duty under ex- 
tremely difficult conditions which 
were an inspiration to his asso- 
ciates and in keeping with the 



highest traditions of the Navy ser- 
vice." 

Campbell and his bride are now 
enroute here, he by air and she 
by ship. They are due. to arrive 
this week.
